UN VENGEANCE BENT 


A Social Scandal Terminates in a 
Shooting Affair, 


Thomas N. Dowling, a Prominent 
Young Manof Paterson, N. J., Shoots 
4 M. Ward, a Lawyer, for the Al- 
leged Seduction of His Wife—The 
Latterin a Convent Doing Penance 
for Her Sin.

New York, October 29.—Paterson yesterday 
afternoon, shortiy after 4 o’ciock, was thrown into 
& great state of excitement over the shooting of 
Mr. Z.M. Ward, a lawyer of the Passaic County 
bar, by Thomas N, Dowling, a prominent young 
man in Paterson. The sh ting occurred in the 
private offica of the lawyer in the Vreeland build- 
ing, No. 264 Main street. Ward had been counsel 
for Dowling for several years. Dowling at one 
time kept a grocery store on Main street, Paterson, 
opposite St. John’s Catholic Church. He married a 
Miss Kate Hamil, the niece of the late xobert 
Hamil, a prominent silk manufacturer of Paterson. 
Dowling, after his marriage, did not succeed weil in 
the grocery business and gaveitup. He took the 
agency in Paterson for R. Buchner & Ce. of New 
York. He, however, did not succeed with this 
firm, and he got a position with Francis H. Legzett 
of New York as drummer. This position 


necessarily cailed Dowling away from his 
home. While away Dowling claims that his wife 
was ruined by Ward. and tnis is the cause 
of the shooting. Dowling and Ward were in the 
iat er’s private office. After holding a@ conversa- 
tion with Ward, Dowiing became exeited at some- 
thing Ward had said, and springin< from bis seat 
puiled a 8: Ven-shooter thirty-two-cali- 
bre Smith & Wesson revolver from 
uig §=poc«et, fired two shots at Ward 
before the latter cuuld rise from the chair he was 
situng on. One of the shots took «effect in Ward's 
side under the right arm. The other shot weat 
turvugh a giass door in ihe @ffice. Dowling after 
firing the snors, ran from tHe office ani down the 
stairs into the street. batiess, and carryiug tue re- 
voiver in bis uplifted hand. Dowiing ran down 
Main street to Market, and thence to the Police 
Station, followed by a crowd, where he gave 
himself up. Dowliag rusted into the police sta- 
tion, exclaiming that he had suot tne seducer of 
his poor wife, Dow.ing gave the pistol to Cuief 
Grau! and 
ASKED FOR PROTECTION, 

seeming to be afraid he would ve lynched. Dow- 
ling was in a great siate of excite :ent. and ail he 
seemed tothiak of wasthe ruin of his wife and 
child. Hecried: “Ob, my poor littie wife, you 
have been ruined.” Dowliog did not seem to think 
of bimsef. His whole mind seemed to be on his 
wife and child. Dowling said nis wifs was in a 
convent doing penance for hersin. A handful of 
cartridges were found in Dowlin:’s pocket. He 
was locked up. Lawyer War was able to walk 
to his home on Ciaik street, supported by 
two police officers. Drs. Quinn and Merrit were 
summoned, and fousd tbat the wound was only a 
flesn one. The bai: entered the ficsh under the 
arm, and passed rouod and lodged under the 
Shoulder blade, from where it was removed. Noth- 
ing bas occurred in Paterson for a jong time to 
create so much excitement. The vicinity of Ward's 
office was crowded with peopie. Dowling lives dn 
Ma: shal street, aud the troub.es with bis wife pave 
been talked of for some time in the neighborhood. 
From ali (uat can be learned it appeurs tuat Dow- 
ling suspected his wife of being criminally intimate 
witha map. Several days avo he returned from 
one of his business trips unknown to nse 
wife and entered bis nouse. He found the man 
whom he suspected inthe house. On catcuing 
sight of Dowling he ran fora winiow from whica 
he jumped into tue street and escaped. Dvuw.ing 
pursued the fellow, and the cuase created a sensa- 
tion, but it cannot be iearped whetber te caught 
him ornot. He, however, returned to his house 
and upbraided bis wife for ber unfaithfu.ness to 
him. He accused her of beiny untrue, and toid her 
that her friends tad confessed. At tnis mforma- 
tion Mrs. Dowling oroxe down and coulessed ali to 
her husbaud. Dow:ing, after belug iucarcerated 
yesterday afternoon, said that Lawyer Ward was 
the guilty one. Tbe latier, ie says, took advant- 
age of his. position as Dowling’s counsel to ruin his 
wife. Mrs, Dowling was icft by the wali of her uncie, 
Robert Hamil, $10,000. Tuere was some trouble 
about the money, and Dowling, througa Ward, 
nas brought suit in the Court of Chancery of New 
Jersey torec verthe bequest. W bile conducting 
the suit Dowling aileges Ward made frequent 
visits to his home, avd there became acquainted 
with Mrs. Dowiing. Dowliny is aimos. crazy over 
the trouble, and has told several persous teat he 
woud shoot the se.uucer of his wife on sight, at the 
same time exuib.ting tne revolver. As the weapon 
is a new oue, it is presumed that Duwiing bought 
it with the express inten:ion of shooting Ward. 
The doctors say tha. there is mo douvt about 
Ward's recovery. Ward is a tail, fleshy man, and 
to this latter faci he may tnank vis escape.

THE ART DIVINE 


Inauguration of the Music Hall’s 
Dedicatory Festival. 


The Opening Coucert Attracts a Fine 
Audience—The Hall, the People and 
the Stage—How the Work of Orches- 
tra, Soloists and Chorus Was Re- 
ceived—The Performance Viewed 
From a Critical Standpoint—Festi- 
val Gossip. - 


There is inspiration in numbers,in vastness, in the 
sense of being part of a huge mass, Toe soldier in 
the ranks is buoyed and inspirited by the tread of 
his fellow tnousands. The tramp of @ host or the 
shouts of myriad throats have an effect which is 
toxic in itenature. They are as draughts of strong 
wine, or as currents of electricity, which thrill one 
to the finger tips and send the hot blood tingling 
through the veins. The sensation is something like 
the strong inhalation of fresh moruing air, of being 
carried on its wings above petiy concerns and cares 
into the realms of the heroic. It was with 
feelings akin to this that one was 
filled. in glancing over the sea of faces in the 
Music Halli tast vight, especially wuen the chorus 
was renderinz a stifring passa:e from the “ Uru- 
savers.”

PRIEST'S BROKERAGE, 


The Supreme Court Decides That He Must 
Hand It Over to the Mutual Receiver, 
The Supreme Court of the State, Joseph Henry 
dissenting, has affirmed the case of Receiver Bent 
of the St. Louis Mutual Life losurance Compauy 
against Jobu G. Priest. The litigation is somewhat 
ancient and has slept in the Supreme Court since 
June 1881. The appeal was taken by both parties. 
Particuiars of the suit have already been pubdiisned 
inthe Post-Dispaton. In 1878 State Iosurance 
Commissiouer Biair declared the St. Louis Mutual 
Insurance Company out of line. Mr. Priest wasa 
director of the company and was appointed on an 
advisory committee to consider tbe situation aud 


report a plan for preventing a collapse. : 

The Mound City Lite Insurance Company, Presi- 
dent A. M. Britton, entered into an assignipent 
with Chas. H, Peek, Ex President of the Mutual and 
a large stockboider, to secure the transfer of the 
Mutual aseets to the Mound City Company upon a 
rewsuranes of the risks, It was agreed that Mr. 
Pees saou.d receive a brokerage fee of $150,000. He 
proposed to Mr. Priest, who was thea w parter- 
suip wilh Mr Wymanin the real estate business, 
that if the firm woud exert its influence with the 
Mutua! directors for atransfer of the Company's 
asserts to ibe Moued City Company, it would be 
worth $15.00 to them. Mr. Peck deposited bonus 
of the Leavenworth, Atchison & Nori hwesiern road 
in escrow to await thec mpieuon of the transier. 
Tne advisory committee reported in favor of 
the reimsurance and transfer, aud the Mutual di- 
rectors, with whom was Mr. Priest, voted iu favor 
of it. 

The transfer was effected and Mr. Pec received
